And not,onfy among the' Romans, and 
Jews, -but alſo among Chriſtians, a like 
Cuſtom of obſetving ſuch days is uſed, eſ- 
pecially Childermas or TInnocents-day. Comi- 
ans tells us, that Lewis XI. 'uſed not to 
debate any Matter,. but accounted it a ſign 
of great Misfortune towards him, if any 
Man communed with him- of his Afairs; 
and would be vey angry with thoſe about 
him, if they troubled him with any Matter 
whatſoever upon that day: | 

But I will defcend to more particular In- | 
ſtances of Lucky and Unolucky Days. 

Upon the Sixth of April, Alexander the 
Great was born. Upon the ſame day hecon- 
quered Darizs, won a great Victory at Sea, 
and died the ſame day. _ 

Neither was this day lefs fortunate to his 
Father Philip; for on the ſame day he took 
Potidea ;; Parmenio his General gave a great 
Overthrow to the [hriazs ; and his Horſe 
was Victor at the Olympich Games. _—

Thomas Montacate Earl of Salisbury, that 
great Man, and Famous Commander under 
Hewry TV. V. and VE died this day, by a 
Wound of a Cannon-ſhot he received at Or- 
leance, E MSS. quodam, & Glovero. 

So alſo Cardinal Borrhomeo, famous for 
his Sanftity of Life, and therefore = 
niz?

nized (Heyhn in his Precognite, ſays, He 
made Miley memorable, by his Reſidence 
there) died 1584. this day, as Poſſevinus in 
his Life. 

Sir Jobs Perot (Stow corruptly calls him 
Parrat) a Man very remarkable in his 
Time, Lord Deputy of Irelazd, Son to 
Henry V 1II. and extreamly like him, died 
in the Tower, the Third of November 1592. | 
(as Stow ſays) Grief, and the Fatality of | 
this Day killed him. See Nanton's Frag- 
menta Regalia, concerning this Man. 

Stow 1n his Annals, fays, Arno. 1099, 
November 3. as well in Scotland as England, 
the Sea broke 1n over the Banks of many 
Rivers, drowning divers Towns, and much 


People, with an innumerable number of |. 


Oxen and Sheep, at which time the Lands 
in Kent, ſometimes belonging to Earl God- 
win, were covered with Sands, and drown- 
ed, and to this day are called Godwins 
Sands. 

T had an Eſtate lefr me in Kent, of 
which between thirty and forty Acres was 
Marſh-land, very conveniently flanking its 
Up-landz and in thoſe days this Marſh- 
land was uſually let for Four Nobles an A- 
cre, My Father died 1643, Within a 
Year and half after his decaſe, ſuch Charges 
and Water-ſcots came upon this Marſh- 
land, by the influence of the Sea, :that it 
was never worth one Farthing to me, but 

very 
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very often eat into the Rents of the Up- 


land: So that I oftea-think, this day being 


my Birth-day, hath the ſame evil influence 
upon me, that it had 580 years ſince upon 
Earl Godwtz, and others concerned in Low 
Lands. 

The Parliament ſo fatal to Rome's con- 
cerns here, in Hezry VIII. time, began the 
Third of November (26 of his Reign); .in 
which the Pope, with all bis Authority, 
was clean baniſhed the Realm ; he no more 
to be called otherwiſe than Biſhop of Rome z 
the King to be taken and reputed as Su- 
preme Head of the Church of Ezgland, 
having full Authority to reform all Errors, 
Hereſfies and Abuſes of the ſame : Allo the 
Firſt-fruits and Tenths of all Spiritual Pro- 
motions and Dignities were granted to the 
King. See Stow's Annals, and Weaver, 
page 80. 

Not long after which followed the Viſi- 
tation of Abbies, Priories, and Nunneries ; 
and after that, their final Suppreſſion: This 
Parliament being the Door or Entrance 
thereto. | 

, The Third of November 1640, began that 
Parliament ſo direfully fatal to Ex2/and, in 
its Peace, its Wealth, its Religion, its Gen- 
try, Nobility, nay, its King, So verifying 
the former Verſe of the Calezdar.

The 
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” 'The Third of September was a remarka- 
ble day to the Engliſh Arrila, Oliver. 1650, 
He obtained a memorable Vitory at Dur- 
bar ; another at Worceſter, 1651. And that 
day he died, 1658. - - 

The firſt two Occurrences wonderfully 
accord to the preceeding Verſes. 

Tertia Septembris, & denus fert mals 
Being fatal to the two Members of Great 
Britain, Scotland and England. The third, 
as happy to them both, as the ſame day, 
1666, was diſmal and unhappy to the City 
of Loxdox, and conſequently to the whole 
Kingdom, with its immediate preceedin 
and two ſucceeding days, viz. the Second, 
Fourth, and Fifth of Seprember. 

I come now to the Days of the Week. 

Tueſday (Dies Martis) was a moſt re- 
markable day with Thomes Becker Arch-Bp.

Enemy. Upon a Tweſday he ſuffered; 
upon- a Tueſday he was tranſlated; upon 
Txeſday the Peers of the Land fate agamlſt 
him ar Northampton; upon Taeſday he = 
Baniſh- 
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Baniſhed 3 upon Txe/dsy the Lord appear- 
ed to him at Pontiniac, ſaying, Thomas, 
Thomas, 'My Charch fhall be glorified in thy 
Blood; upon Taeſday he returned from 
Exile:z upon Twefday he got the Palm or 
reward of Martyrdom; upon Tweſday 
1220, his Venerable Body received the 
Glory and Renown of Tranſlation, Fifty

Saturday was a Lucky Day to Henry VIL 
Upon that day he atchieved the ViQtory up- 
on Richard III. being Auguſt 22. 1485. On 
that day he entred the City, being Auguſt 29. 
[CorreCtt Sow, who miſtakes the day.] And 
he himſelf always acknowledged, he had ex- ' 
perienced it Fortunate. See Bacoz in his Life. 

Thurſday was a fatal day to Heary VIII. 
[as Srow, 812.] and ſo alſo to his Poſterity. 
He died: on. Thurſday Jan. 28. King Ea-' 
ward VI. on Thurſday Fuly 6. Queen Mary 
on Thurſday November 17. Queen Elizabeth 
on Thurſday March 24. | 

Saturday (or the Jewiſh Sabbath) was fa- 
tal to Jeruſalem Temple ; for on that day 
'twas taken by Pompey, Herod and Titns, 
ſucceſſively. Heylyn. X 

Hitherto by way of Prologue. And be 
pleas'd to take notice, as to the Days of the 
Month, I have taken ſuch care, that all are 
according to the Julian or old Account, 
uſed by us here in Englara.

The Pſalms afore- 
ſaid, both for Morning and Evening Service 
are as Prophecies of the Troubles that did 
enſue. | 
When the High-Court of Juſtice was 
voted in the Parliament-Houſe, as Berkex- 
head [the Mace-bearer] took up the Mace 
to carry it before the Speaker, the top of the 
Mace fell off This was avowed to me by 
an Eye-witneſs then in the Houſe. 
The Head of King Chartes Is Staffdid fall 
off at his Tryal; that is commonly known, 
The Second Leſſon for the 3oth. of Fanu- 
ary in the Kalendar before the Common- 
Prayer, is concerning the Tryal of Chriſt : 
which when Biſhop Duppe read, the King 
was diſpleaſed with him, thinking he had 
done it of choice: but the Biſhop cleared 
himſelf by the Kalendar, as is to be ſeen. 
| King Charles H. wasCrowned at the very 
conjunCtion of the Sun and Mercury; Mercury 
being then in Corde Solis. As the King was 
at Dinner in Weſtminſter-Hall,it Thundred 
D 4 and 
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and Lightned extreamly. The Cannons and 
the Thunder played together. 
King Charles Il. went by long Sea to 
Portſmouth, or Plymouth, or both : an ex- 
* traordinary Storm arole, which carried 
him almoſt to. Fraxce. Sir Jonas Moor (who 
was then with his Majeſty) gave me this 
Account, and ſaid, that when they came 
to Portſmonth to refreſh themſelves, they had 
not been there above half an Hour, but the 
Weather was Calm and the Sun ſhone: 
His Majeſty put to Sea again, and in a lit- 
tle time they had the like Tempeſtuous 
Weather as before. 
The Glouceſter-Frigor caſt away at the 
Lemanore, and moſt of the Men in it, the 
Duke of Tork eſcaping in a Cock-boat Ax- 
May the fifth, on a Fryday. 
When King James II. was Crowned [ac- 
cording to the Ancient Cuſtom, the Peers 
go to the Throne, and kiſs the King ] the 
Crown was almoſt kiſs*d off his Head. An 
Earl did ſet it right : And as he came from 
the Abbey to Weitmin/ter-Hall, the Crown 
totter'd extreamly. 
The Canopy [of Cloath of Gold] carried 
over King Faxes IIs. Head by the Wardens 
of the Cinque Ports, was torn by a puff of 
Wind as he came to Weftminſter-hall: It 
hung down very lamentably : I ſaw it. 
The top of his Scepter [_ Flower de Lis] did 
then fall, which the Earl of Peterboreugh took

Upon Saint Mark's day, after the Coro- 
nation of King James II. were prepared 
. ſtately Fire-works on the Thames: It hap- 
pened, that they took fire all together, and 
it was ſodreadful, that ſeveral Spe&ators * 
leapd into the River, chooſing rather to be 
drownd than burn'd. In a Yard by the 
Thames was my Lord Ponys's Coach and 
Horſes; the Horſes were ſo frighted by the 
Fire-works, that the Coachman was not 
able to ſtop them, but ran away over one 
who with great difficulty recovered. 

When King James II. was at Salisbury, 
Anno 1688, the Iron Crown upon the Tur- 
ret of the Councel-houſe was blown off. 

In February, March, and April,two Ravens 
built their Neſts on the Weather-cock of the 
high Sreeple at Bakwell in Darbyſhire. 

I did ſee Mr. Chr. Love beheaded on 
Tower-hill, in a delicate clear day : About 
half an hour after his Head was ſtruck off, 
the Clouds gathered blacker and blacker : 
and ſuch terrible Claps of Thunder came, 
that I never heard greater. 

Tis reported, that the like happened af- 
ter the Execution of Alderman: Cornifþ in 
Cheap-ſide, OFob. 23. 1685. 

Anno 1643, as Major John Morgan of 
Wells was marching with the Kings Army 
znto the Weſt, fell fick of a Malignant Fe- 
ver at Oalisbary, and was brought dange- 
rouſly ill to my Father's at Broad- ts 

| ' p_ Mk 
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he was lodged, ſecretly, in a Garret. There 
came a 9parrow to the Chamber Window, 
which peck'd the Lead of a certain Paanel 
only, and only one ſide of the Lead of the 
Lozenge, and made one {mall hole in it. 
He continued .this pecking and biting the 
Lead, during the whole time of his fickneſs 
(which was not leſs than a Month) when 
the Major wentaway the Sparrow deſifted: 
and came thither no more. Two of the 
Servants that attended the Major, and ſober 
Perſons, declared this for a certainty. 

Sir Walter Long's [of Dorſet in Wilts] 
| Widow did make a ſolemn promiſe to him, 
on his Death-bed, that ſhe would not marry 
after his Deceaſe. But not long after one 
Sir — Fox, a very Beautiful young Gen- 
tleman did win her Love: ſo that notwith- 
ſtanding her Promiſe aforeſaid, ſhe married 
him - She married at South-wrax-ball, where 
the Pifture of Sir Walter hung over the Par- 
lour door, as it doth now at Dracor. As 
Sir Fox led his Bride by the hand 
from the Church (which is near to' the 
Houſe) into the Parlour, the ſtring of the 
PiQure brake, and the Picture fell on her 
ſhoulder, and crack'd in the fall : f it was 
painted on wood as the faſhion wasin thoſe 
days.] This made her Ladyſhip refle&t on 
her Promiſe, and drew ſome Tears from her 
Eyes.

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See Sir Walter Raleigh's Hiſtory Book IV. 
chap. 2. $. 7. Þ... The Dogs of the French 
Army, the night before the Battle of No- 
v4ra, ran all to the Swiſſes Army : the next 
day the Swiſſes obtained a glorious Victory 
of the Frexch. Sir Walter Raleigh affirms it 
to be certainly true. 

The laſt Battle fought in the North of 
Treland between the Proteſtants and the Pa- 
piſts was in G1/infuly near Letterkenny in the 
County of Dozezall. Yeneras was the Po- 

iſh Biſhop of Clogher, and that of the Par- 
Ln Army Sir Charles Coort, They 
pitch'd their Tents on each ſide the River 
Suly, And the Papiſts conſtantly perſiſt in 
it to this very day, that the Night before 
the Action, a Woman of uncommon 
ſtature all in white appearing to the ſaid 
Biſhop, admoniſhed him not to croſs the 
River firſt to aſſault the Enemy, but ſuf- 
fer them to do it, whereby he ſhould ob- 
tain the Victory, That it the [rib took 
the water firft to move towards the Exg- 
liſþ, they ſhould be put-to a total rout, 
which care to paſs. Ocahen, and Sir Henry 
O Neal who were both kill'd there, ſaw ſe- 
verally the ſame Apparition, and diſlwaded 
the Biſhop from giving the firſt onſer, but 
could not prevail upon him. In the mean 
time [I find nothing in this Revelation, that 
any common Soldier might not conclude 

without extraordinary means. 
| Near 
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Near the ſame place a party of the Pro- 
teſtants had been ſurpriz'd ſleeping by the 
Popiſh Iriſþ, were it not for ſeveral Wrens 
that juſt wakned them by dancing and 
pecking on the Drums as the Enemy were 
approaching. For this reaſon the wild 
Iriſþ mortally hate theſe Birds to this day, 
calling them the Devils Servants, and kill- 
ing them where ever they catch them; 
They teach their Children to thruſt them 
full of Thorns: You'll ſee ſometimes on Ho- 
lidays a whole Pariſh running like mad- 
men from Hedg to Hedg-a Wren-hunting. 

Anno 1679, After the Diſcovery of the 
Popiſh Plot, the Penal Laws were put in 
execution againſt the Roman Catholicks : So, 
that if they did nvt receive the Sacrament 
according to the Church of Ezgl/and in their 
Pariſh Church, they were to be ſeverely 
proceeded againſt according to Law : Mr. 
Ployden, to avoid the Penalty, went to his 
Pariſh Church at Laſham near Alton in 
Hampſhire: when Mr. Lavrence [| the 
Miniſter ] had put the Chalice into Mr. 
Ployden's hand, the Cup of it (wherein the 
Wine was) fell of *Tis true, It was out 
of order before; and he had a Tremor in 
his hand. The Communion was ſtopt by 
this accident. This was atteſted to me by 
two of the Neighbouring Miniſters, as alſo 
ſeveral Gentlemen of the Neighbourhopd. 


When 
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When King James II. firſt entred Dublin 
after his Arrival from France 1689, one'of 
the Gentlemen that bore the Mace before 
him ſtumbled without any rub in his way, 
or other viſible occaſion. The Mace fell 
out of his bands, and the little Croſs upon 
the Crown thereof ſtuck faſt between two 
ſtones in the ſtreet. This is very well 
known all over Ire/avd, and did much 
trouble King James himſelf with many of 
his chief Attendants.

In the Life of Monſieur Peireck, Writ by 
Gaſſenies, it is ſaid, that Monſieur Peiresk, 
who had nevet beenat Lozdoz, did Dream, 
that he was there, and as he was walking 
ina great Street there;eſpied ina Goldſmiths 
Glaſs-Desk, an Antique Coin, he could 
never meet with (I think an Ocho.) When 
he came to London, walking in (I think) 
Cheapfide he ſaw ſuch a Shop, and remem« 
bred the Countenance of the Goldſmith in 
his Dream, and found the Coin delir'd, 
1n his Desk. See his Life. 

When DoQtor Harvey {one of che Phyſi- 
tians College in Loxdon) being a Young 
Man, went to Travel towards Paaoa, he 
went to Dover (with ſeveral others) and 
ſhewed his Paſs, as the reſt did, to the Go- 
vernor there. The Governor told - him, 
that hemuſt not go, but he muſt keep him 
Priſoner. The Do&or deſired to know for 
what reaſon? how he had tranſgreſt. Wellit 
was his Will-to have it ſo. The Pacquet-Boat 
Hoiſed Sail in the Evening (which was ve- 
ry clear) and the DoRor's Companions tn 
it. There enſued a terrible Storm, and the 
Pacquet-Boat and all the Patlengers were. 
Drown'd: The next day the fad News 
was brought to Dover. The DoQtor wag 
unknown to the Governor, but by Name 

and Face; but the Night before, the Go-

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vernor had a perfe& Viſion in a Dream of 
DoCtor Harvey, who came to paſs over 
to Calajzs; and that he had a Warning to 
ſtop him. - This the Governor told to the 
DoQtor the next day. The DoQor was a 
pious good Man, and has ſeveral times di- 
rected this Story to ſome of my Acquain- 
tance. 

My Lady Sezmer dreamt, that ſhe found 
a Neſt, with Nine Finches-in it.

A Gentlewoman. of my acquaintance 
dreamd, that if ſhe flept again, the Houſe 
would be in danger to be Robb'd : She kept 
awake, and anon Thieves came to break 
open the Houſe; but were prevented. 

Mr. Winſtenly (Surveyor of the King's 
Works) hath built a handſome Houſe at 
Littlebury in Cambridgſhire near Audely-Inn 
where are to be ſeen ſeveral Ingenious Ma- 
chines; one whereof is thus: A Wooden 
Slipper finely Carved lieth on the Floor of a 
Chamber about a Yard and an half within 
the Door, which the Stranger is to take up 
(it comes up pretty ſtiff) and up ſtarts a 
Skeleton.

Mr. Winſtanly's Houſe, and took up 
the Slipper, and up roſe his Mother in 
Mourning: And anon the Queen appeared 
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in Mourning. He told his Dream thenext 
Morning to my Lord, and his Lordſhipim- 
parted it tome(then there). Tueſday Dec. 11. 
:nthe Evening, came a Meſſenger Poſt from 
London to acquaint Mr. H. that his Mother 
was dangerouſly Ill: He went to London 
the next Day : his Mother lived but a- 
bout 3 Days longer. On Saturday Dee. 15. 
the Queen was taken Ill, which turned to 
the Small-Pox, of which ſhe died Decem. 28 
about two a Clock in the Morning. 

There are Millions of ſuch Dreams too 
littletaken notice of;but they have the trueſt 
Dreams, whoſe IXth Houſe is well dignified; 
which mine is not : But moſt have ſome 
Monitory Dreams. The Germass are great 
Obſervers of them. It is ſaid,” in the Life 
of Yavaſor Powell, that he was a great Ob- 
ſerver of Dreams, (P. 17 and 114 of his 
Life) that he had many Warnings from 
them; that God had ſpoken to himſelf and 
others by them; for Warning, Inſtruction, 
or Reproof : And it is alfo there averred, 
that Angels had appeard to him. See P. 8. 
of his Life. 

In Mr. Walton's Life of Sir Hen. Wotton, 
there is a Remarkable ſtory of the diſcove- 
ry of ſtoln Plate in Oxford by a Dream 
which his Father had at Borto» Mylharb in 
Kent.

St. w/o [in ——] affirms, that he 
did once ſee a Satyr or Demon. 

The Antiquities-of Oxford tell us, that 
St. Edmund Arch-Biſhop of Canterbury did 
ſometimes converſe with an Angel, [ or 
Nymph] ar a Spring without St. Clements 
Pariſh near Oxford : as Numa Pompilias did 
with the Nymph Egeria. This Well was 
co_ up ſince Oxford was a Garriſon. 

Charles the Simple, King of France, as he 
was hunting ia a Foreſt, and loſt his Com- 
pany,was frighted to ſimplicity by an Appa- 
rition. 

Philip Melancthon, writes, that the Ap- 
parition of a Venerable Perſon came tohim 
in his Study, and bade him to warn his 
Friend Gryn4 to depart from him as ſoon 
as he could, or elſe the Inquiſitors would 
ſeize on him: which monitory Dream 
ſaved Grynew life. | 

Mr. Fiennes Moriſon in his Travels, faith, 
that when he was at Prague, the Appariti-

There is a Tradition ( which I have 
heard from Perſons of Honour) that as the 
Prote&or Seymor and his Ducheſs were 
walking in'the Gallery at Sheen [in Surrey] 
both of them did ſee a Hand with a bloody 
Sword come out of the Wall. He was af- 
terwards beheaded. 

Mr. Caiſpo Burroughs was one of the moſt 
beautiful Men in Ezglarnd, and very Vali- 
ant, but very proud and blood-thirſty : 
There was then io Loxdoy a very Beautiful 
Tralian Lady, who fell fo extreamly'in Love 
with him, that ſhe did let. him enjoy her, 
which ſhe had never let any Man do before : 
Wherefore, ſaid ſhe, I ſhall requeſt this fa- 
vour of you, never to tell any one of 1t. 
The Gentlewoman died : and afterwards 
an a Tavern in Loxdos he ſpake of it : and 
there going to make water, the Ghoſt - 
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the Gentlewoman did appear to him. He 
was afterwards troubled with the Appari- 
tion of her, even ſometimes in company 
when he was drinking; but he only per- 
cieved it: Before ſhe did appear he did 
find a kind of Chilneſs upon his Spirits ; ſhe 
did appear to him in the Morning before 
he was killed ina Duel. This account I have 
from an intimate Friend of mine, who was 

an acquaintance of his. | 
. Anno 1647, the Lord Mohun's Son and 
Hear . (a gallant Gentleman, Valiant, and a 
great Maſter of Fencing and Horſemanſhip) 
had a Quarrel with, Prince Grifiz;. there 
was a Challenge, , and they were to Fight 
on Horſe-back in (helſey-fields in the Morn- 
ing: Mr. Mohan went accordingly to meet 
him; . but about KEbery-Farm he was met 
by ſome. who quarrell'd with him- and Pi- 
ſtol'd him ; it was believed, by the Order 
of Prince Griffin ; for he was ſure, that Mr, 
Mohun being ſo much the better Horſe- 
' man &c. would have Killed him, had they 
Fought. In James-ftreet in Covent-Gerden 
did then Lodge a Gentlewoman a Hand- 
ſome Woman but Common, who. was Mr. 
Mohun's Sweet-heart. Mr. Mohun was 
Murthered about Ten a clock in the Morn- 
ing ; and at «that very time, his: Miſtreſs 
bang in Bed, ſaw Mr. Mohun come to her 
Bed-lide, drew the Curtain, looked upon 
her and went away: She called after is 
| | "ha 
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but noanſiwer : She knock'd for her Maid, 
ask'd her for Mt. Mohun; ſhe faid, ſhe did 
not ſeehim, and had the Key of her Cham- 
ber door in her Pocket. This Account my 
Friend aforeſaid, had from the Gentlewo- 
mans own Mouth, and het Maids. 

A parallel Story to this, is, that Mr.Brows, 
(Brother-in-law to the Lord Conningsby) dif- 
covered his being Murthered to ſeveral. 
His Phantome appear'd fo his Siſter and her 
Maid in Fleet-ſtreet about the time he was 
Killed in Herefordſbire, which was about a 
Year ſince, 1693. 

Sir Waiter Long of Dyraycot (Grandfather 
of Sir James Long) had two Wives; the 
firſt a Daughter of Sir Packinton in 
Worceſterſhire > by whom he had a Son: 
His ſecond Wife was a Daugter of Sir Johr: 
Thinne of Longleat ; by whom he had ſeve- 
ral Sons and Daughters. The ſecond Wife 
did uſe much Artifice to render the Son by 
the firſt Wife (who had not much Prome- 
thean Fire) Odious to his Father; ſhe 
would get her Acquaintance to make him 
Drunk ; and then expoſe him in that Con- 


dition'to his Father; in fine ſbenever left off 


her attempts, till ſhe had got Sir Walter to 
difinherit him. She laid the Scene for the 
doing this, at Bath at the Afſizes, where 
was her Brother Sir Ezrimond Thinne an E- 
minent Serjeant at Law, who drew the 
Writing and his Clerk was to fit up all 
Night 
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Night to Engroſs it ; as he was Writing, he 
perceived a ſhadowy on the Parchment, from 
the Candle ; he look'd up, and there ap- 
pear'd a Hand, which. immediately va- 
niſh'd; he was ſtartled at it, but thought it 
might be only his Fancy, being ſleepy ; fo 
he Writ on; by and by a fine White-hand 
interpoſed betweentheWriting and theCan- 
dle (he could diſcern it was a Womans 
Hand) but vaniſhd as before ; I have forgot 
it appeared a Third time. But with that, 
the Clerk threw down his Pen, and would 
Engroſs no more, but goes and: tells :his 
Maſter of it, and abſolutely refuſed to-do it. 
But it was done by ſome body, and Sir Wat 
ter Long was prevailed with to Seal and 


Sign it, He lived not long after ; and his 


Body did not go quiet to the Grave, it being 
Arreſted-at the Church-porch by the. Tru- 
ſtees of the firſt Lady. The Heir's: Relati- 
ons took his part, and Commenc a Suic 
againſt Sir Walter (the ſecond Son) and 
compell'd him to accept of a Moiety of the 
Eſtate ; ſo the Eldeſt Son kept South-Wren- 
cheſter, and Sir Walter the ſecond Son Dracot 
Cernes, &c. This was about the middle of 
the Reign of King James the Firſt. 

I muſt not forget an Apparition in my 
Country, - which appear'd ſeveral times to 
DoQor- Turbervile's Siſter, at Salisbury; 
which 1s much talk'd of. One Marry'd a 
{ccond. Wife, and contrary to the Agree- 
meat 
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ment and Settlement at the - firſt, Wife's 
Marriage, did wrong the Children by the 
firſt Venter. The Settlement: was hid be: 
hind a Wainſcot in the Chamber where the 
DaQor's Sifter did lie: And the Appari- 
tion of the firſt Wife did diſcover it to her. 
By which means Right was done to the 
firſt Wife's Children. The Apparition told 
her that ſhe Wandred in the Air, and was 
now going to God. Dr. Turbervile (Ocu- 
lit) did affirm this to be true... - See Mr. 
Glamvil's Sadduciſmus Triumphatus. 

One Mr. Towes whohad been School-fel- 
low:with Sir George Vilers, the Father of 
the firſt Duke of ton, (andwas his 


Friendand NeighbourJas helay in his Beda- 
wake, (and it was Day-light,) came into his 


Chamber the Phantome of his dear Friend 
Sir George Villers: Said Mr. Towes to him, 
Why, you are Dead, what make you here ? 
Said the Knight, -I am Dead, but cannot 
reſt in peace for the Wick&dneſs and Abo- 
mination of my Son George at Court, I do 
appearto you, tb-tell him of it, and to ad- 
viſe and dehort him from his 'Evil. ways.

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fage. Athis return home, the Phantome ap- 
red again; and rold him, that the Duke 
would be Stab'd (he drew out a Dagger} a 
quarter of a Year after : And you ſh-ll out- 
live him half a Year ;and rhe Warning that 
you ſhall have of your Death will be, That 
your Noſe will fall a-bleeding : All which 
accordingly fell out ſo. This Account I have 
had (in the main) from two, or three ; 
but Sir William Dugaale affirms what I have 
here taken from him to be true, and that 
the Apparition told him of ſeveral things to 
come, which proved true, e. g. of a Pri- 
ſoner in the Tower, that ſhould be honoura- 
bly delivered. This Mr. Towes had ſo of- 
ten the Ghoſt of his old Friend appear to 
him, that it was not at all terrible tv him. 
He was Surveyor of the Works at Wina/or 
(by the favour of the Duke: ) Being then 
fitting in the Hall, he cried out, The Duke 
of Buckingham is ftabb'd: He was ftabb'd 
that very moment. 

This Relation Sir W:1:am Dugdale had 
from Mr. Pine, (Neighbour to Mr. Towes 
without Biſhop-gate) they were both great 
lovers of Muſick, and {worn Brothers. Mr. 
William Lilly Aſtrologer, did Print thisSto- 
ry falſe, which made Sir Edmund Wyndam 
(who Married Mr. Pizes Daughter) give to 
Sir George Hollzs this true Account contrary 
to Mr. Lilh. 
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Mr. Thomas Elyor, Groom of the Bed- 
Chamber, Married Sir Edmund Wyndham's 
Daughter, and had the Roll (of near a 
Quire of Paper) of the Conferences of the 
Apparition and Mr. Towes, Mr. Elyot was 
wont to ſay, that Mr. Towes was (not a Bi- 
got, or did trouble himſelf much about a 
Religion, but was) a Man of great Mo- 
rals. 

Sir William Dugdale did farther inform 
me that Major General Mzradleton (lince 
Lord) went into the Highlands of Scotland, 
to endeavour to make a Party for King 
Charles the Firſt. An Old Gentleman (that 
was ſ{econd-fighted) came and told him 
that his endeavour was good; but he would 
be unſucceſsful, and moreover, That they 
would put the King to Death: and that ſeveral 
other Attempts would be made, but all in vain : 
But that his Son would come in, but not Reign ; 


but at laft would be Reſtored, This Lord 


Midaleton had a great Friendſhip with the 
Laird Bocconi, and they had made an Apree- 
ment, That the firſt of them that Died, 
ſhould appear to the other in extremity.

And this, and the 
former Account he hath Writ in a Book of 
Miſcellanies, which I have ſeen, [and is 
now repolited (with other Books of his} in 
the Muſeum at Oxford.

One Lambert a Gun-Smith at Hereford, 
was at Carmarthen, to mend and put in or- 
der the Ammunition of that County before 
the firſt Expedition to Scotland, which was 
1639.

Man) and ask'd him, if he knew Hereford?

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Guards of the Town, andencouraged them 
with more than ordinary Confidence : And, 
contrary to all humane expeQation, when 
the Belieg'd had no hope ot Relief, the Scots 
raiſed the Siege, Sepr. 2. 1645, and, went 
back into Scotland, re infeFa. IT knew this 
Lembert, and rook this Account from his 
own Mouth ; he is a modeſt poor Man, of 
a very Innocent Life, lives Poor, and cares 
not to be Rich. 

A Miniſter, who lived by Sir John 
Warre in Somerſetſhire about 1665, walk. 
ing over the Park to give Sir Fohz a Viſit, 
was rencountred by a Venerable Old 
Man, who fſaid' to him, * Prepare your 
6 ſelf for ſuch a Day (which was abour 
& three Days after) You ſhall die. The 
Miniſter told Sir Fohy Warre and my Lady 
this Story, who heeded it not : On the 
Morning fore-warn'd Sir Johz calls upon the 
Parſon early to Ride a Hunting, and to 
Laugh at his predition : His Maid went 
up to call him and found him ſtark Dead. 
This frommy Lady Katharine Henl:y, who 
had it from my Lady M/arre. But Dr. Bur- 
net in the Life of the Earl of Rocheſter, 
makes it a Dream. 

This put me in mind of a Story in the 
Legend, &c. of King Edward the Confeſſor 
being forewarned of his Death by a Pilgrim, 
ro whom St. John the Evangeliſt reveal'd it : 
ſor which the King gave the Pilgrim a rich 
| Ring 
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Ring from off his Finger : And the event 
anſwered. The Story 1s well Painted in 
Giaſs, in a Window of the South Ifle of 
Weſtmim#er- Abbey (the next Window from 
that over the Door that opens into the Weſ# 
walk of the Cloyſter) itis the beſt Window 
in the Church: Underneath the Two Fi- 
gures, viz. of the King and the Pilgrim 
are theſe following Verſes, Viz. 

« Rex cui nil aliud preſto fuit,accipe, dixit, 

&© Arnnulum, & ex digito detrahit ille ſuo. 
Evangeliſte villa Johannis. 
—grae pertt. 

The Verſes under the Pilgrim are not 
legible. This ſtory is in (extons Chroni- 
cle. 

Dr. —— Twiſs Miniſter of the New 
Church at Weſtminſter told me that his Fa- 
ther [Dr. Twiſs Prolocutor of the Aſſembly 
of Divines, and Author of Yindicie] when 
he was a School-boy at Wincheſter, ſaw the 
Phantome of a Schoolf-llow of his deceaſcd 
ſa Rakebell] who ſaid to him, 1 am damned. 
This was the occaſion of Dr. Twiſs [the Fa- 
thers] Converſion, who had been before 
that time (as he'told his Son) a very wick- 
ed Boy, [He was Hypochondriacal]. There 
is a ſtory like this, of the Converſion of St. - 
Bruno, by an Apparition : Upon which he . 
became mighty devout, and founded the 
Order of the Carthuſians. 

John Evelyn Eſq; R. S.S. ſhewed us 4 
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the Royal-Society, a Note under Mr. Smyth's 
Hand [the Curate of Depsford ] that in No- 
wember 1679, as he was in bed fick of an 
Ague, came to him the Vifion of a Maſter 
of Arts, with a white Wand in his Hand : 
And told him, that, if he did lie on his 
back three Hours, viz. from ten to one, 
that he ſhould be rid of his Ague. He lay 
a good while on his back ; bur ar laſt being 
weary he turned, and immediately the A- 
ove attacqued him afterwards, he ſtrialy 
followed the DireQion, and was perfealy 
cured. He was awake, and it was in the 
day-time. | 

This puts me in mind of a Dream of old 
Farmer Good, a Neighbour of mine at Broad- 
Chak, who being ill, dreamt that he met 
with an old Friend of his(loog ſince deceaſ- 
ed) by Kyighton-Aſpes (in that Pariſh ) 
who told him that if he roſe out of his Bed, 
that he would die, He awaked and roſe 
to make Water, and was immediateiy ſeiz- 
ed with a ſhivering Fit, and died of an A- 
oue, aged, 84. 

The Lady Viſcounteſs MaidFoz told me, 
ſhe ſaw (as 1t were) a Fly of Fire, fly round 
about her in the dark, half an hour before 
her Lord died : He was killed at Sea : and 
the like before her Mother in Law: [ the 
Counteſs of Wiachelſea died, [She was then 
with Child.] |

L. that took 
Opium, and he did ſee (being awake) Men 
and things that were not preſent (or per- 
haps) not in being. Thoſe whoſe Spleens 
are ill-affeted have the like.

As concerning Apparitions of a Man's 
own ſelf, there are ſundry Inſtances, ſome 
whereof I ſhall here ſet down. 

The Counteſs of Thaxet (Earl John's La- 
dy) ſaw as ſhe was in Bed with her Lord 
in London, her Daughter my Lady Hatton, 
who -vas then in Northamptonſhire at Horror 
Kirby, the Candle was burning in her Cham- 
ber. Since viz. Anno. 167 ... this Lady Het- 
ton was'Blown up with Gun-powder ſet on 
Fire by Lightning, in the Caſtle at Gar»ſe, 
where her Lord was Governor. 

The Beautiful Lady Diava Rich, Daugh- 
ter of the Earl of Ho//and, as ſhe was walk- 
ing in her Father's Garden at Kenſington, to 
take the freſh 'Air before Dinner, about 
Eleven a Clock, being then very well, met 
with her own Apparition, Habit and every 
thing, as in a Looking glaſs. About a 
Month after ſhe died of the Small-pox. 
And'tis ſaid, that her Siſter the Lady [/abella 
(Thinne) ſaw the like of her ſelf alſo be- 
fore ſhe died. This Account I had from 
a Perſon of Honour. 

Mrs. E, W. Daughter of Sir W. W, af- 


firms that Mrs. F. (her Father's Siſter) ſaw 
her 
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her ſelf (7. e.) her Phantome half a Year be- 
foreſhe died, for a quater of an Hour roge- 
ther.She ſaid further that her Aunt was fick= 
ly Fourteen Years before ſhe- died, and that 
ſhe walked Living, (z. e.) her Apparition, 
and that ſhe was ſeen by ſeveralat the ſame 
time. The like is reported of others. 

Mr. Treherys B. D. (Chaplain to Sir Or- 
lando BridemanLord Keeper) a Learned and 
ſober Perſon, was the Son of a Shoe-maker 
in Hereford : Gne Night as he lay in Bed, 
the Moon ſhining very bright, he ſaw the 
Phantome of one of the Apprentices ſitting 
ina Chair in his red Waſtcoat, and Head- 
band about his Head, and Strap upon his 
Knee ; which Apprentice was really abed 
and aſleep with another Fel]ow-apprentice 
in the ſame Chamber, and ſaw him. The 
Fellow was Living 1671. Another time, 
as he was in Bed he faw a Basket come Sai'. 
ing in the Air along by the Valence of his 
Bed ; I think he ſaid there was Fruit in the 
Basket - It was a Phantome. From him- 
ſelf. 

When Sir Richard Nepier M. D. of Lon- 
don, was uponthe Road, coming from Bed- 
foraſhire, the Chamberlain of the lng, 
ſhewed him his Chamber 3 the DoQtor ſaw 
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ward's in Berkſbire, and there died. This 
Account I have in a Letter from Elias Afþ- 
mole Eſquire. They were intimate Friends.

I Captain Heyry Bell do hereby declare 
both to the preſent Age and allo to Poſe- 
rity, that being employed beyond the Seas 
in State-affazrs divers Years together, both 
by King James, and alſo by the late King 
Charles in Germany.. I did hear and under- 
ſtand in all places great Bewailing and La- 
mentation made, by reaſon of deſtroying 
and burning of above Foxr/core Thouſand of 
Martin Luther's Books : Entitled, His laſt 
Divine Diſconrſes.

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Religion, the foreſiid Gentleman, and 
Grand-child to him that had hidden the ſaid 
Book in that obſcure hole, fearing that if 
the ſaid Emperor ſhould get knowledge

About November laft, in the Pariſh of 
Spreyton 1 the County of Devon, there ap- 
peared in a Field ncar the Dwelling-houſe 
of Phil. Furze, to his Servant Fraxcis Fry, 
being of the age of 21 next Avguſt, an aged 
Gentleman with a Pole in his Hand, and 
like thathe was wont to carry about with 
him whea living, -to kill Moles withall, who 
told the Young Man he ſhould not be afraid 
of him; but ſhould tell his Maſter, 5. e. his 
Son, That ſeveral Legacies that he had be- 
queathed were unpaid, naming. 10s. to One, 
LO 5s. to another,@c, Fry replied, that the par- 
ty he laſt nam'd was Dead. The SpeQrum 
replied, he knew that, but ſaid it muſt be 
paid to — and named the next Relation, 
Theſe things being perform'd, hepromiſed 
he would trouble him no further. Theſe 
ſmall Legacies were paid accordingly But 
the young Man having caried 20 s. order'd 
by the SpeArum to his. Siſter Mrs, Furze of 
the Pariſh of Sraverton near Torreſs, which 
Money the Gentlewomanrefus'd to receive, 
being ſent her, as ſhe ſaid, from the Devil. 
The ſame Night Fry lodging there, the 
SpeArum appear to him again, whereup- 
on Fry challenged his promiſe not to trou- 
ble him, and ſaid he had done all he deſfir'd 
him ; but that Mrs. Furze would not re- 
ccive the Money. The SpeQrum replied, 
that's true indeed.

But being come into Sprezton Pariſh, or ras 
ther a little before; he ſeem'd to carry an 
old Gentlewoman behind him, that often 
threw him off his Horſe, and hurried hint 
with ſuch violence, as aſtonifhd all that ſaw 
him, or heard how horridly the Ground 
was beaten 3 and being come into his Ma- 
ſters Yard, Frys Horſe (a mean Beaſt) 
ſprung at once 25 Foot.

preſently after appears. to. ſeveral in the 
Houſe, viz. to Fry, Mrs. Thomaſin Gidley, 
Anne Langdon born in my. Pariſh, and toa 
little Child which was forced to be remov'd 
from the Houſe; ſometimes in her own 
ſhape, ſometimes in ſhapes more horrid,as of 
a Dog belching Fire, and of an Horſe. and 
ſeeming to ride out at the Window,carrying 
only one paite of Glaſs away, and a little 
Piece of Iron; After this Fry's Head was 
thruſt into a narrow fpace, where a Man's 
Fiſt could not enter, between a Bed and a 
Wall ; and forced to be taken thenee by the 
ſtrength of Men, all bruiſed and bloody 
| I 3 tport 
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upon this, it was thought fit to Bleed him ; 
and after that was done, the Binder was re- 
mov'd from his Arm, and convey'd abont his 
Mildle, and preſently was drawn fo very 
ſtraight, it had almoſt killed him, and was 
cut aſunder making an ugly uncouth noiſe. 
Severalother times withHandkerchiefs,Cra- 
vatsand other things he was near ſtrangled, 
they were drawn fo cloſe upon his Throat. 
He lay one Night 1n his Periwig (in his Ma- 
ſter's Chamber, for the more ſafety) which 
was torn all topieces. His beſt Periwig he 
incloſed in a little Box on the inſide with a 
Foind-ſtool, and other weight uponit ; the 
Box was ſnapp'd aſunder, and the Wig torn - 
all to flitters. His Maſter ſaw his Buckles fall 
all to pieces on his Feet : But, firſt I ſhould 
have told you the fate of his Shoe-ſtrings, 
one of whicha Gentlewoman greater than all 
exception, aſſured me that ſhe ſaw it come 
out of his Shoe, without any viſible Hand, 
and fling it ſelf to the farther end of the 
Room ; the other was coming out too, but 
that a Maid prevented and help'd it our, 
whichcriſpd and curl'd about her Hand like 
a living Eel. The Cloaths worn by Axe 
Langaon and Fry (if their own) were torn 
to. pieces on their backs. Theſame Gentle- 
woman, being the Daughter of the Mini- 
ſter of the Pariſh, Mr. Roger Specore, ſhewed 
meone of Fry's Gloves, which was torn in 
his Pocket while ſhe was by. I did view it

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near and narrowly, and doſcriouſly confeſs 
that it is torn ſo very accurately in all the 
Seams and in other places, and laid abroad 
ſo artificially,and it 1s ſo dexteroully tatter*d 
(and all done in the Pocket in a Minutes 
time)as nothing Human could have done it; 
no Cutler could have made an Engine todo 
it ſo. Other fantaſtical Freeks have been very 
frequent , as, the marching of a great Bar- 
rel full of Salt out of one Room into another ; 
an Andiron+laying it ſelf over a Pan of Milk 
that was ſcalding on the Fire, and two 
Flitches of Bacon deſcending from theChim- 
ney where they hung, and laid themſelves 
over that Andiron.

Indeed Sir you 
may wonder that I have not Viſited that 
Houſe, and the poor afflicted People; efpe- 
cially, ſfince1 was ſo near, and paſſed by the 
very Door : But beſides : that, tliey have 
called to their aſſiſtance none but Noncon- 
forming Miniſters, T was not qualified to 
be welcome there, having given Mr. Furze 
a great deal of trouble the laſt Year about a 
Conventicle id his Houſe, where one of this 
Pariſh was the Preacher. . But I am very 
well aflured of the truth of what I have 
written, and (as more appears) you ſhall 
hear from me again. 

T had forgot to tell you that Fry's Mother 
came to me, grievoully bewailing the miſe- 
rable condition of her Son. She told-me.that 
the Day before he had five Pins thruſt ints 
his Side. She ask'd, and I gave her the beſt 
Advice I could. Particularly, that her Son 
ſhould declare all that the Spe&Qre, eſpeci- 
ally the Woman gave him in Charge, for I 
ſuſpe&, there is a/:quid lateys; and that ſhe 
ſhould remove him thence by all means. 
But [ fear that ſhe will not do it. For Theat 
that Anne Laredo is come into my Pariſh 
to her Mother, and that ſhe is” grievouſly 
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troubled there, I might have written as 
much of her, as of F7, for ſhe hath been 
as 11] treated, ſaving the Aerial Journey. 
Her Fits and Obſeſſions ſeem to be greater, 
for ſhe Scrieches in a moſt Helliſh tone. 
Thomaſin Gidley (though removed) is in 
trouble, as I hear. | 

Sir this is all my Friend wrote. This Let- 
ter came incloſed in another from a Clergy- 
Man my Friend, who lives in thoſe parts. 
He tells me, all the Relations he receives 
from diversPerſons living in Spreytoz and the 
Neighbouring Pariſhes agree with this. He 
ſpake with a Gentleman of good faſhion, 
that was at Crediton when Fry was Blood- 
ed, and ſaw the Stone that bruzſcd his Fore- 
head ; bur hedid not callit Copper or Braſs, 
but ſaid, it was a ſtrange Mineral. That 
Gentleman promiſed to make a ſtrict en- 
quiry-on the place into all particulars and to. 
give him the reſult : Which my Friend 
alſo promiſes me ; with hopes that he ſhall 
procure for me a piece of that Mineral ſub- 
ſtance, which hurt his Fore-head. 

The occaſion of my/Friends ſending me 
this Narrative, was my eatreating him 
ſometime ſince to enquire into a thing of 
this nature, that happen'd in Barzſtable, 
Where he lives. An account was given to 
me long ſince, it fills a Sheet or two, which 
T haye by me; And ta gratific Mr. Glanpil

ried away, and found the next Day at Paris 
in the French King's Cellar with a SilverCup 
in his Hand ; that being brought into the 
King's Preſence and queſtion'd by him, Who 
he was? And how he came thither ? He 
told his name, his Country, and the place of 
his Reſidence, and that on fuch'a Day of the 
Os OE TEE | Month 
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Month (which proved to be the Day im- 
mediately preceeding) being in the Fields, 


he heard the noiſe of a Whirl-wind, and of 


Voices crying Horſe and Hattock (this is 
the Word, which rhe Fairies are ſaid to uſe 
when they remove from any place) where- 
upon he cried (Horſe and Hattock) alſo, 
and was immediately caught up, and tranſ- 
ported through the Air, by the Fairies to 
' that place, where after he had Drunk hear- 
tily he fell a-ſleep, and before he awoke, the 


reſt of the Company were gone, and had left.

This Story (if it could be ſufficiently 
atteſted) would be a noble Inſtance for

That there has been, and is ſuch a Traditi- 


on, bat that he thinks it fabulous; this ac-

She replied, that the cauſe is known to ma- 
ny, for my Friends would have me Marry 
ſuch a Man by name, but I cannot fancy 
him. Nay, (fays the Fellow) give over 
theſe Niceties, for he will be your firſt Hus- 
band, and will not Live long, and be ſure 
he will leave you arich Dowry, which will 
procure you a great Match, forl lee a Lord 
upon each Shoulder of you : All which 
came to paſs in every Circumſtance; as 
Eye and Ear Witneſles declare. 

A Third Inſtance, of a Traveller coming 
in to a certain Houſe, defired ſome Meat : 
The Miſtreſs being ſomething nice and 
backward to give him ViQualsz you need 
not, ſays he, churle me in a piece of Meat ; 
for before an Hour and an half be over, a 
young Man of ſuch a ſtature and garb will 
come in with a great Salmon-fiſh on his 
Back, which I behold yonder on the Floor : 
And it came to paſs within the ſaid time. 

A Fourth Inſtance, of a young Woman 
in a Certain Houle about Supper time, re- 
fuſed to take Meat from the Steward who 
was offering in the very time Meat to her ; 
being asked why ſhe would not take it ? 
replied, ſhe ſaw him full of ey x 

there-

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therefore was afraid to take any thing of 
his Hands. The next Morning, the faid 
Steward offering to compoſe a difference 
between two Men, at an Ale-houſe Door got 
a ſtroke of a Sword on the Forehead, and 
- came home full of Blood. This was told 
me by an Eye Witneſs. 


Query. 2. 


Thoſe that have this Faculty of the Se- 
cond-ſight, ſee only things to come, which 
are tohappen ſhortly thereafter, and ſome- 
times fore-tell things which fall out Three 
or four Years after. For inſtance, one told 
his Mafter, that he ſaw an Arrow 1n ſuch 
a Man through his Body, and yet no Blood 
came out: His Maſter told him, that it was 
impoſſible an Arrow ſhould ſtick in a Man's 
Body and no Blood come out, and if that 
came not to paſs he would be deemed an 
Impoſtor, ' But about 5 or 6 Years after 
the Man died, and being brought to his 
Burial-place, there aroſe a Debate anent hus 
Grave, and it came to ſuch a height, that 
they drew Arms and bended their Bows, 
and one letting off an Arrow, ſhotthrough 
the dead Body upon the Bier-trees, and ſo no 
Blood could iflue out at a dead Man's 
Wound. Thus his Sight could not inform

They foreſee Murthers, Drownings, 
Weddings, Burials, Combates, Manſlaught- 
ers, of all which many Inſtances might 
be given. Lately (I believe in Auguſt laſt 
1695.) one told there would be Drown- 
ing in the River Bew/y, which came topais : 
Two pretty Men croſſing a Ford both 
Drowned, which fell out within a Month. 
Another [nſtance, a Man that ſerved the Bi- 
ſhop of Carnes, who had 5 Daughters in his 
Houſe, one of them grudged, that the bur- 
then of the Family lay on her wholly : The 
Fellow told her that ere long ſhe ſhould be 
exonered of that Task, for he ſaw a tall Gen- 
tleman in black walking on the Biſhop's 
Right-hand whom ſhe ſhould Marry : And 
this fell out accordingly within a quarter of 
a Year thereafter. He told alſo of a cover- 
ed Table, full of Varieties of good Fare, 
and their Garbs who fat about the Table.

They ſee all this viſibly ated beforetheir 
Eyes; ſometimes within, and ſometimes 
without-doors, as in a Glaſs.

It is a thing very troubleſome to them 
that have it, and would gladly be rid of it. 
For if the Object be a thing that is terrible, 
they are ſeen to ſweat and tremble, and 
ſhreek at the Apparition. At other times 
they Laugh, and tell the thing chearfully , 
juſt according as the thing is pleaſant or 
aſtoniſhing.

Sure it 15, that the Perſons that have a 
ſenſe of God and Religion, and may be pre- 
ſumed to be Godly, are known to have this 
Faculty. This evidently appears, in that 
they are troubled for having it, judging 'it 
a Sin, and that it came from the Devil, and 
not from God ; earneſtly deſiring and wiſh- 
ing to be rid of it if poſſible, and to that 
efte& have made application to their Mini. 
ſter, to Pray to God for them, that they

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A Copy of, a Letter, written to my ſelf 
by a Gentleman s Son in Straths-pey 
being a Student in Divinity, concern» 
ing the Second-feght. 


SIR, : 

Am more willing than able to ſatisfie 
your defire: As for inſtances of ſuch a 
Knowledge, I could furniſh many. 1 ſhall 
only inſert ſome few atteſted by ſeveral 

of good Credit yet alive. | 
And Firſt, Axdrew Mackpherſox of (lunie 
in Badezoch, being in ſute of the Laird of 
Garehoch's Daughter, as he was upon a day 
going to Gareloch, the Lady Gareloch was 
going ſomewhere from her Hquſe within 
enning to the Road which Cluxie was 
coming 3 the Lady perceiving/him, faid to 
her Attendants, that yonder was Clunie, 
going to ſee his Miſtreſs: One that had 
this Second-ſight in her company replied 
and ſaid, if yon be he, unleſs he Marry 
within ſix Months, he'll never Mary. The 
Lady asked, how did he know that ? He 
faid, very well ; for I ſee him, faith he, 
all incloſed in his Winding-ſheet, except 
his Noftrils and his Mouth, which will 
alſo cloſe up within Six Months; which 
M 4 happened 
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happened even as he foretold ; within the 
{aid ſpace he died, and his Brother D#ncar 
Mackpherſon this preſent Clunie ſucceeded. 
This and the like may ſatisfie your fourth 
Query, he ſeeing the Man even then co- 
vered all over with his dead Linens. The 
Event was viſibly repreſented and as it 
were acted (before his Eyes) and alſo the 
laſt part of your ſecond Query, viz. That 
it wasas yet to come. As for the reſt of 
the Queſtions, viz. That they diſcover pre- 
ſent and paſt Events, is alſo manifeſt, thus : 
I have heard of a Gentleman whoſe Son had 
gon abroad, and being anxious to know 
how he was, he went to Conſult one who 
had this Faculty, who told him, that that 
ſame Day 5 a Clock in the Afternoon his 
Son had Married a Woman in France, with 
whom he had-'got ſo many Thouſand 
Crowns, and within two Years he ſhould 
come home to ſee Father and Friends, leav- 
ing his Wife with Child of a Daughter, and 
a Son of ſix Months Age behind him : 
Which accordingly was true. About the 
ſame time two Years he came home, and 
verified all that was fore-told. 

It is likewiſe ordinary with Perſons that 
loſe any thing, to go to ſome of theſe Men, 
by whom they are: direted; how, what 
Perſons, and in what place they ſhall find 
it. But all ſuch as profeſs that . Skill, 

Ty Are 
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are not equally dexterous in it. For In- 
ſtance, two of them were in Mr. He&or 
Mackenzi Miniſter of Inverneſs his Father's 
Houſe; the one a Gentleman, the other a 
common Fellow 3 and Diſcourſing by the 
Fire-ſ{ide, the Fellow ſuddenly begins to 
Weep, and cry out Alas! alas! ſuch a Wo- 
man 1s either Dead or preſently expiring. 
The Gentlewoman lived 5 or 6 Miles from 
the Houſe, and had been ſome Days before 
in a Fever. The Gentleman being ſome- 
what better expert in that Faculty, faid, 
No, ſaith he, ſhe's not Dead; nor will 
ſhedye of this Diſeaſe. Ofaith the Fellow, 
do-you not ſee her all covered with her 
Winding-ſheet ? Ay, faith the Gentleman, I 
ſee her as well as you do; but do you not 
ſee her Linnen all wet? which is her Swear, 
ſhe being preſently cooling of the Fever. 
This Story Mr. HeFor himſelf will teſtifie. 
The moſt Remarkable of this ſort, that I 
hear of now, is one Archibald Mackeanyers, 
alias Mackdonald, Living in Ardinmurch 
within 1o or 20 Miles, or thereby, of Glex- 
coe, and I was preſent my ſelf, where he 
fore-told ſomething, which accordingly 
fell-out. In 1683. this Man being in 
Strathſpey in John Mackdonald of Glencoe his 
Company, told in Balachaftell before the 
Laird of Grant, his Lady, and ſeveral o- 
thers, and alſoin my Father's Houſe ; that 
Are ye, 
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Argyle, of whom few or none knew then 
where he was, at leaſt there was no word of 
him then here ; ſhould within two Twelve 
Months thereafter, come to the Weſt-High- 
lands, and raife a Rebellious FaQtion, which 
would be divided among themſelves, and 
diſperſe, and he unfortunately be taken and 
Beheaded at Edinbwgh, and his Head ſer up- 
on the Talbooth, where his Father's Head 
was before him : Which proved as true, as 
ke fore-told it, in 1685. thereafter. Like- 
wiſein the beginning of May next after the 
late Revolution, as my Lord Dundee re- 
turn'd up Spey-ſide after he had followed Ge- 
neral Major Mac Kay in his Reer down the 
length of Edi-glaffie, at the Milatown of Gar- 
tinbeg the Machleans joined him, and after 
he had received them, he Marched forward, 
but they remained behind, and fell a Plun- 
dering : Upon which, Glezcoe and ſome 0- 
thers, among whom was this 4rchiba/d,being 
in my Father's Houſe and hearing that Mac 
Leansand others were Pillaging ſome of his 
Lands, went to reſtrain them, and com- 
manded them to March after the Army 
after he had cleared the firſt Town, next 
my Father's Houſe of them, and was come 
to the ſecond, there ſtanding on a Hill, 
this Archibald ſaid, Glencoe, If you take 
my Advice, thea make off with your ſelf 
with all poſſible haſte, for ere an *Hour 
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come and go, youll be put to it as hard 
as ever you was: Some of the Com- 
pany began to droll and ſay, what ſhall be- 
come of me? Whether Gl:zcoe believed him, 
or-no, I cannot tell; but this Iam ſure gf, 
that whereas before he was of intention to 
return to my Father's Houſe and ſtay all 
Night, now we took leave and immedi- 
ately parted : And indeed, within an Hour 
thereafter Mac Kay, and his whole Forces 
appeared at Culnakyle in Abernethie 2 Miles 
below the place where we parted, and hear- 
| { ing that Cleaverhouſe had Marched up the 
Water-fide a little before, but that Mac 
Leaps and ſeveral other ſtraglers had ſtayed 
behind, commanded Major Axes Mac Kay, © 
with 2 Troops of Horſe after them 3 who 
finding the ſaid Mac Leans at Kznchardie in 
the Pariſh of Duthel, Chaſed them up the 
Morskeith ; In which Chaſe Glencoe hap- 
| pened to be, and was hard put to it, as was 
fore-told. What became of Archibs/d him- 
ſelf, I am not ſure, I have not ſeen him 
fince, nor can I get a true Account of him, 
| only I know he is yet alive, and at that 
| time one of my Father's Men whom the 
Red-coats meeting,compell'd to guidethem, 
f within fight of the Mac Leans, found the 
| aid Archibald's Horfe within a Mile of the 
place where I left him. Tam alſoinform'd, 
this Archibatd aid to Glencoe, that he _ 
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be Murthered in the Night-time in his own 
Houſe Three Months beforeit happen'd. 
Touchiag your 3d. Query, TheObjeas 
of this Knowledge, are not only ſad and 
diſmal ; but alſo joyful and proſperous : 
Thus, they fore-tell of happy Marriages, 
good Children, what kind of Life Men ſhall 
Live, and in what Condition they ſhall 
Die : Alſo Riches, Honour, Prefermeat, 
Peace, Plenty and good Weather. 
Query. 6. What way they pretend to 
have it? Taminformed, that in,ghe Iſle 
of Sky, eſpecially before the Goſpel came 
thither ; Gaal Families had it by Succel- 
ſion, deſcending from Parents to Children, 
and as yet there be many there that have it 
that ways and the only way to be freed 
from it is; when a Woman hath it her ſelf 
and is Married to a Man that hath it alſo; 
if in the very At of Delivery, upon the 
firſt ſight of the Childs Head, it be Bap- 
tized, the ſame is free fromit; if not he hath 
itall his Life: By which it ſeems, it is a 
thing troubleſomeand uneaſie to them that 
have it, and ſuch as they would fain be rid 
of. And may fatisfie your 5th Query. And 
for your farther contentment 1n this. Query ; 
T heard of my Father, that there was one 
John du beg Mac Grigor a Reanach-man Born, 
very expert in this Knowledge, and my 
Father coming one Day from — 
--— _ng 
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ſaid by the way, that he would gointo an 
Alehouſe on the Road, which then wonld 
be about 5 Miles off. This John» Mac Grigor 
being in his Company,and taking up a Slate- 
ſtone at his Foot, and looking to it, re- 
plied; Nay, faith he, you will not go in 
there, for there is but a matter of a Gal. 
lon of Ale in it even now, and ere -we 
come to it, it will be all near Drunken, 
and thoſe who are Drinking there, are 
Strangers to us, and ere we be hardly paſt 
the Houſe, they'll diſcord among them- 
ſelves: Which fell out ſo; ere we were 
two pair of Butts paſt the Houſe, thoſe 
that were Drinking there went by the 
Ears, wounded and miſchieved one an- 
other. My Father by this and ſeveral 0- 
ther things of this nature, turned curious 
of this Faculty, and being very intimate 
with the Man, told him he would fain learn 
it: To which he anſwered, that indeed 
he could in 3 Days time Teach him if he 
pleaſed; but yet he would not adviſe 
him nor any Man to learn it; for had he 
once learned he would never be a Minute 
in his Life, but he would ſee innumerable 
Men and Women Night and Day round 
about him 3 which perhaps he would think 
weariſome and unpleaſant, for which rea- 
ſon my Father would nor have it. But as 
Skilful as this Man was, yet he knew _ 

| what 
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what ſhould be his own laſt End ; which 
was Hanging : And I am Informed, that 
moſt, if not all of them, though they can 
fore-ſee what ſhall happen to others; yet 
they cannot fore-tell, much leſs prevent 
what ſhall befal themſelves. I am alſo in- 
formed by one whocare laſt Summer from 
the Ile of Sty, that any Perſon that pleaſes 
will get it Taught him for a Pound or two 
of Tobacco, 

As for your laſt Query. For my own 
part, I can hardly believe they can be juſtly 
preſumed, much lefs truly Godly. As for 
this Mac Grigor ſeveral report, that he was 
a very civil diſcreet Man, and ſome ſay he 
was of good Deportment, and alſo unjuſtly 
Hanged. But Archibald Mackenyere will 
not deny himſelf, but once he: was one 
of the moſt Notorious Thieves in all the 


Highlazas : But Iam informed ſince I came 


to this Knowledge which was by an Acci- 
dent tvo long here to relate, that he is 
turned honeſter than before. 

There was one James Mack Coil-vic-alafter 
alias Grazt, in Glenbeam near Kirk- Michael 
in S:irathawin, who had this Sight, who TI 
hear of ſeveral that were well acquainted 
with, wes a very honeſt Man, and of right 
blameleſs Converſation. He uſed ordinari- 
ly by looking to the Fire, to tore-tell what 
Strangers would come to his Houſe the next 
Day, 
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Day, or ſhortly thereafter, by their Habit 
and Arms, and ſometimes alſo by their 
Names; and if any of his Goods or Cattel 
were miſſing, he would dire& his Ser- 
vants to the very place where to find them 
whether in a Mire or upon dry Ground; he 
would alſo tell, if the Beaſt were already 
Dead, or if it would Die ere they could 
come toit; and in Winter if they were 
thick about the Fire-ſide, he would deſire 
them to make room to ſome others that 
ſtood by, tho they did not ſee them, elſe 
ſome ot them would bequickly thrown in- 
to the midſt of it. But whether this Man 
ſaw any more than Brownie and Meig Mal- 
lach, Tam not very ſure: Some ſay, he faw 
more continually, and would often be very 
angry-like, and ſomething troubled, no- 
thing viſibly moving him: Others affirm 
he faw theſe two continually, and ſome. 
times many more. 

They generally term this Second-ſight 
in Iriſþ Taiſbitaraughk, and ſuch 'as have 
it Taiſhatrin, from Taiſh, which is properly 
a ſhadowy ſubſtance, or ſuch naughty, 
and thing, as can only, or rather 
ſcarcely be diſcerned by the Eye ; but not 
caught by the hands : for which they aſ- 
ſigned it to Bugles or Ghoſts, ſo that Taiſh- 
F far, is as much as one that converſes with 
Ghoſts or Spirits, or as they —_ 
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call them, the Fairies, or Farry- Fulks, 


Others call theſe Men Phifichin, from Phi, | 


which is properly Fore-{ight, or Fore- 
knowledge. This is the ſureft and cleareſt 
account of Second-ſighted Men that I can 
now find, and I have ſet it down fully, 
as if I were tranſiently telling it, in your 
own preſence, being curious for nothing 
but the verity, ſo far as I could. What 
you find improper or ſuperfluous, you - 
can beſt compendiſe it, &c. 

Thus far this Letter, written in a Fami- 
har and Homely ſtile, which I have here 
ſet down at length: Mez Mullack, and 
Brownie mentioned in the end of it, are 
two Ghoſts, which (as is conſtantly re- 
ported) of old haunted a Family in 
Straths-pey of the Name of Grant. They 
appeared, the firſt in the likeneſs of a 
young Laſs : The Second of a young Lad. 

Dr. Moulin (who preſents his ſervice to 
you) hath no aquaintance in Orkzey ; but 
1 have juſt now ſpoken with one who not 
only hath acquaintance in that Country, 
bur allo entertains ſome thoughts of going 
thither himſelf, to get me an account of | 
the Cures uſually practiſed there. The 
Cortex Winteranus mentioned by you as 
an excellent Medicine, I have heard com- 
mended as good for the Scurvy; if you 
know it to be Eminent or Specifick 
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(ſuch as the Peruvian Bark is) for any 
Diſcaſe. I ſhall be well pleaſed to be in- 
formed by you. | 

Thus, Sir, you have an account of all 
my Informations concerning Second-ſight- 
ed Men : I have allo briefly touched all 


_ the other particulars in both your Letters, 


which needed a Reply, except your Thanks 
ſo liberally and obligingly returned to me 
for my Letters, and the kind ſenſe you 
expreſs of that ſmall ſervice. The kind 
reception which you have given to thoſe 
poor trifles, and the value which you put 
on them, - I conſider as effeAs of your 
kindneſs to my ſelf, and as engagements 
on me to ſerve you to better purpoſe when 
it ſhall be in the power of
